Fraud in Hancock County 
Local Option Election. 



4 Washington, D. C.,June 11 — .Hon. A. 
O. Stanley, a member of Congress from 
Kentucky, has presented a unique bill 
in Congress. It Is to provide a gov- 
ernment cold storage plant in Wash- 
ington. He insists that such a 'plant 
will more than pay for Itself in sav- 

* tog the government thousands of dol- 
lars yearly. Dr. Wiley, the distinguish 
ed government chemist and advocate 
of the pure food laws, expresses his 
approval of the Stanley bill. He says 
a government ice house will result In 
better provisions for the army and 
navy and cut off the enormous profits 
of the meat trusts. A cold storage 
plant built by the government ac- 
cording to the statement of this bill, 
will coat a million and a half and it 
is provided that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall buy a site and proceed 
at once to build a model storage 
house for meats, butter, vegetables- 
and such other foods as are issued 
to the army and naval forces of the 

• United States. The bill has another 
purpose In that It will give the gov- 
ernment a chance 1 to study ar.d learn 

V the cost of keeping perishable foods 
In a healthful condition without taking 
the evidence of Interested and preju- 
diced men in the employ of the trusts 
j Moreover, It will save thousands 
yearly by supplying food to the army 
and navy and to the Soldiers' Horn" 
situa.'ed in Washington and to other 
■oldurs’ homes in different parts- cf 
” the country. In his argument in favo 
of the bill, Representative Stanley 

C »ys that the most odious and op- 
ressive of all trusts is the fopd trust, 
and he points out that although the 
cold storage men protest that charges 
of exorbitant price® with which they 
are indicted have been disproved, It is 
universally believed that cold storage 
in the hands of tlhe trus s is one of 
the main causes of high price of 
foods. 

Representative Stanley and Dr. Wi- 
ley have been in correspondence. In 
a recent le'.ter to Dr. Wiley, Mr. 
Stanley asked his opinion with refer- 
ence to the feasibility and advanta- 
ges of the cold eorage plant. In 
this letter he said: "It is certain tha‘ 
oold stora° r e men are in the habit of 
keeping meat and other foods long 
after thev cease to be wholesome- 
The government experiences great 
, difficulty in obtaining accurate Infor- 
mation and nvus'-t necessarily depend 
upon expert statements of interested 
parties”. In replying to this le'ter. 
Dr. Wiley said: "In regard to the 

. subject cf a cold storage plant In 
“ Washington, In so far as facilitating 
our investigations on the storage of 
food is concerned, I am free to say it 
would be of ithe greatest advantage. 
A government warehouse which could 
!>• advantageous." Dr. Wiley declar- 
ed that ca tie are sold from his 
* farm near Washing on and bought by 
the consumers at less than half the 
price charged in Washington or any 
other city where it is nece.-sary to bu 
oold storage meat. Mr. Stanley argu<4 
that if Dr. Wiley ie correct in his 
statements the government will quick- 
1" be repaid for the money Invested 
la a cold storage plant, and moreover 
that .the military and naval forces of 
the country will be supplied with a 
better quality of ea'.albles. Mr. Stan- 
ley says that the plant could be op- 
erated by 'he government at a mini- 
mum cost and that Inasmuch as .the 
government has refused to buy to- 
( bacco from the tobacco trust or pow- 
^ <der from .the powder trust, there is 
reason why It may not make ev- 
ery" effort to obtain its supply cf 
meat independent of the meat trust, 
which has been time and time again 
indicted and convicted. He says. that 
it la not Intended to have the govem-

However New Ballots Are Print- 
ed In Time to Give People 
Chance to Vote. 



ONLY REPUBLICANS 

HAVE A VOTE. 



Caleb Powers Wins Every Con- 
tention Before Republican 
Committee. 



Without opposition, even on the 
part of the chairman of the committee 
of the district, Caleb Bowers and his 
followers got from the Republican 
State Central Committee, at a meet- 
ing held Saturday, every concession 
demanded. Although Mr. Powers was 
present at the meeting, he made his 
appeal through Judge Denton, of 
Somerset, and Mr. Morrow. A. T. 
Siler, chairman of the Eleventh Dis- 
trict Congressional Committee, con- 
ducted/ his own defense. 

Judge Denton charged that the 
“’.event h District Committee, of which 
Mr. Siler is the chairman was pre- 
paring to allow Democrats to vote 
tn the primary on September 15. which 
is to decide whether Congressman Don 
C. Edwards or Mr. Powers is to be 
the Republican nominee for Congress 
from the district. Judge Denton, fur- 
ther charged that the committee had 
decided not to announce the expense 
of the primary until August 27, which 
would be too late a day for an appeal 
to the State Centrl Committee. 

Whait gave the Powers' faction the 
most concern was the rumor that “all 
free-born American" citizens would be 
allowed to vote In the primary. Such 
a move It was held., would be hostile 
to Powers’ chances of noanlnorion. 
Judge Denton further alleged that no 
time of voting or trailing places had 
been announced by the Eleventh Dis- 
trict Committee, which eotnrniintee, he 
declared, was made up principally of 
Edwards' partisans. 

In defense Chairman Siler read the 
call for the primary, which stated 
the hours and polling places quite 
dis'lnctly. This point being settled 
satisfactorily to both sides, the State 
Cenral Commit.eemen then went Into 
e*“cutlve session. When they came 
cut It was announced that the quali- 
fications of voters had been fixed 
it knowi Republicans and 'that the 
sulraommlttee of the Eleventh dis- 
trict was to report the cos* of the pri- 
mary on July 16, innstead of August 
27. The contest is to be held under 
the Carroll law. 

The only significant, thing about the 
meeting Saturday was that Uongress- 
man Edwards was without represen- 
tation unless Mr. Siler was looking 
out for his interests. & 



On last Saturday night, some per- 
son broke Info the office of County 
Clerk N. N. Lamar at Haweevllle, and 
mutilated four of the ballot books 
by stamping all the ballots in ea. h 
book, except the first ballot, wet — that 
Is, took a stercll ard stami>ed the 
ballots as they would be stamped by 
the voter, except that all of thwn wer 
voted .against local option. 

The four books multllated were for 
the Lewlsport, Yellow Creek, Pellvllle 
and Patterson precincts. 

It was evidently the intention of 
the person who did the work to pre- 
vent discovery till too late by leav- 
ing the first ballot tn the book un- 
touched. 

Clerk Lamar discovered on Monday 
that his office had been entered, but 
he was unable to discover any mo- 
lestation of anything in the office. 
Everything was in Its place, and af- 
ter looking over the office general- 
ly, the clerk decided that nothing bad 
been disturbed. 

This morning the clerk sent the 
books out to the precinct election of- 
ficers. The mutilation of the Iraoks 
was first discovered at l>ywlsport. 

When 'the ballots were delivered to 
the officers there, they opened the 
book to inspect the ballots. They 
found the first ballet to be correct, 
but all the others had been stamp'd 
wet and against local cption. 

The Lewisport officers ca'led Coun- 
ty Clerk Lamar and told him that 
no election could be held lr. that pre- 
cinct, because all the ballote had been 
mutilated but one. 

Clerk Lamar immediately employed 
“runners" for *cah voting district 
and sent them to Inspect the books. 
They found them all In good condi- 
tion except the four mentioned. 

Clerk Lamar arrived in Owensboro 
on the noon “Texas" train, and 
new ballo’s prrinted for the 
four precincts. They will be printed 
In plenty of time for use< at the elec- 
tion, and the clerk says that the lo- 
cal option election will take place 
on Thursday, June 16, as or A red by 
the court, notwithstanding the ef- 
fort made to prevent a vote In the 
four precincts named. 

It Is believed that it was the inten- 
tion of the guilty person to mutilate 
the ballots in every voting precinct 
In the county, but that he had time to 
destroy those in only four precincts, 
when he was forced to leave the 
courthouse before daylight to prevent 
detection. 

It la claimed by the dry* that the 
fouT precincts will give big dry ma- 
jorities, and as the pepson who de- 
stroy'd the ballots did not have time 
to destroy them for the entire county 
he confined his work to those which 
were expect'd to give the heaviest 
dry majorities. 

There are nine voting precinc's in 
Hancock county, and the five tn which 
the ballots weie not tampered with 
at Hawesvllle, Indian Creek. Lyonia, 
Utility and Eas'in. 

Jt is not known who committed the 
deed, but reports from Hancock say 
that two persons are under surplclon 
and it is probable that there will be 
an early ' arrest cr two..— Owensboio 
Inquirer.

Hogs half as large as motor cars, 
weighing three or four ton* each 
and Xorth, at the present price of 
! pork, more than $1,000, once roamed 
the prairies of Nebraska. The skele- 
ton of one of these monsters hasjuet 
been discovered in Sioux County, Neb. 
and has been placed in the museum 
of the University of Nebraska. Accor 
diin* to scientists, it was some hun- 
dreds cf thousands, of some millions 
of years ago that there animals Walk 
ed the eir'h, and while they were 
very plentiful once, only two skele- 
tons of the species* have ever been 
found. The big hog and his mate 
were d.eeoverred embedded in a mat- 
rix of hard sandy tone in Northwest- 
ern Nebraska.

From France comes the news that 
good results have been obtained from 
he use of sugar to overcame th* 
great fatigue In horses when over- 
worked. The horses in the service of 
the National Military College In trans- 
acting the buslneee of the establish- 
ment are exposed during the rainy 
season .to great strain and consequent 
exhaustion, as a result of sllpprey 
roads, and the Increased amount of 
transportation due to certain condi- 
tions then prevailing. 

For this reason many hordes In past 
years have succumbed to the exces- 
sive strain, very many become suck, 
pathogenic microbes found in the pre- 
vailing conditions favorable needs for 
heir development, and fatigue caus- 
ed great loss of appetite, loss of 
flesh, pulmonary lesions, cardiac dis- 
turbances, etc. 

The good results obtained by a mil- 
itary surgeon from 'the are of sugar 
In large doses In forced marches led 
him to employ It for the purpose of 
overcoming fatigue. Two hundred 
grains of sugar fed dally, mixed with 
the horse’s food, and distributed reg- 
ularly throughout the day. Not only 
did the fatigue disappear, but many 
animals until then useless, becaus» 
of their miserable condition, recover- 
ed their normal strength and render- 
ed good service.

Bay color In horses Is dominant over 
chestnut, according to statistics col- 
h-oted by Hurst He found that, out 
pf l,p*4 thoroughbred foals tram chest 

hut sires and jams, 1.W3 w * re che9 * 
nut In color. Evidently beget* chest- 
nut with great uniformity. But he 
found that stallions with uo chestnut 
color traceable In their Immediate 
ancestry got very few chestnut colts 
from ches nut mares, and many of 
these bay stallions got only bay colts 
from chestnut mares.. This Indicates 
hat the bay color is dominant over 
the chestnut or suppresses It. It was 
fun her found that bay stallions hav- 
ing both buy and chestnut iu th -ir 
and chestnut foals In about equal num- 
bers from chestnut marcs. The 702 
Immediate parentage got bo h bay 
foals from 12 such stallions were 
found to include 335 bays »and 347 
chestnuts, or prac ically 50 per cent, 
of each. This is in accordance with 
Mendel’s law of the transmission of 
dominant and recessive chano’ers, 
and indicates that probably the bay 
and chestnut colors In horses are on 
the average tranami' feed In about these 
projections with leejiect to each oth- 
er. — Breeders' Gaz* te.

A Test In ■ Psychology Class Shows 
Tham to Ba Unreliable. 

Soma time ago Professor McKeever 
of the Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege performed an Interesting experi- 
ment before a psychology class In 
which he staged a "holdup" lu his 
classroom and afterward took testi- 
mony on the subject. The object was 
to teat the reliability of eyewitnesses. 

Professor McKeever selected three 
young men to stage the holdup and 
had them practice their parts In bis 
office. He also made note of their per- 
sonal appearance. They were Instruct- 
ed exactly what to do and what tu 
say. All of these things were placed 
in a notebook In order that the testi- 
mony might be compared with the 
facta. 

The class of psychology had Jnat as- 
sembled when In rushed Jones, who 
whirled about and pointed a wrench 
at hla pursuers and exclaimed: 

"Stay back or I'll shoot!” Turning, 
be ran across the room and dropped 
to bis knees, letting fall a small bag 
which he carried, saying. • There, take 
it I" and ran out of the room. 

He was closely followed by Smith 
and White. Smith yelled, “Give it up. 
you scoundrel!" and grabbed the bag 
and ran out behind the other. White 
came In carrying a small revolver with 
the cylinder removed, yelling: 

"Take It from him, Eddie! He won't 
hurt you. 1 ” The play lasted only u few 
seconds, and Professor McKeevar ap- 
peared very much agitated, but when 
the affair was over he told ttw stu- 
dents the object of the test and asked 
each member of the class to write an 
account of -.vhat happened. 

The testimony regarding (he conduct 
of Jones varied greatly. Following are 
some of the accounts: 

Pointed his finger at Smith and said. 
"Get out of here. Ed.” 

The whole class was paralyzed with 
fear. 

He pointed a revolver. 

Pointed an Imaginary pistol. 

Pointed a heavy object at the oth- 
ers as be went out 

Held a revolver In his band. (Wit- 
ness recognized Jones.) 

Had something like a revolver. 
Jones wore a mask. 

The testimony regarding Smith's con- 
duct would have been particularly 
damaging in a criminal case. Al- 
though be was not armed in any man- 
ner or carried anything in his hands, 
yet two testified that he carried a re- 
volver In hla hands and snapped It 
several times, while a third credited 
him with saying. "Stop, or I’ll shoot!" 
at the same time almiug nt Jones. 

White was scarcely noticed. One 
witness testified that be carried a club 
of some kind, but no one mentioned 
the fact that he carried a revolver 
with the cylinder removed. White, 
who was armed, was not noticed, and 
Smith, who had nothing at all In his 
hands, was accused by throe eyewlt 
nesses of carrying a revolver. 

Likewise testimony ns to the ap- 
pearance of the Individuals did n«t 
agree. Some said that Jones wore g 
raincoat, and others said It wis.Whlte^ 
.Mu! so "on iu regard to the different 
articles of clothlug. This test wns tn- 
usunlly thorough. The witnesses were 
not expecting such an occurrence, and 
there were no prejudices to Influence 
the testimony.

THE COLDEST SPOT ON EARTH 



No Precautions Are Necessary Against 
, Eseapa at Varhoyanak— Whan tha 
Wind Blows Half fn Hour In tha 
Flares, Biting Cold Moan* Death. 

The coldest place In the world one 
would naturally expect to be either 
tha north or the south pole, but It Is 
not. It is a village In the northeast of 
Siberia named Verhoyansk. 

There the average temperature of 
the three worst winter months Is 53 
degrees F. below zero, which means 
85 degrees of frost. During January 
the average temperature is 50 degrees 
below xero, or S8 degrees of frost. On 
oae occasion the thermometer regis- 
tered the remarkable figure of 120 de 
(trees of frost!

But in Verhoyansk most months are 
w winter months. July, curiously enough. 
Is ns hot there as In London, hut the 
shadow of the terrible winter hangs 
over even the warmest months. 

Even in midsummer the forests 
which surround the desolate plain In 
the center of which Verhoyansk 
Ol. stands are withered and gray. The 
grass Is colorless. The few flowers 
are odorless. The bare soil of the 
plain itself refuses to produce vege- 
tables of any kind. The ground Is 
frozen bard to an Incredible depth. 

No farming, of course, is possible. 
There are no cattle or poultry. All 
food is Imported. Why, then, does this 
little village exist? It is a convict sta- 
tion, nnd Its population of 400 is made 
up of officials and exiles. 

No precautions ngnfnst escapes are 
needed. ITIsouers are known to have 
gone mad with the loneliness of the 
place. But no one has ever been mad 
enough to try to escape. Verhoyansk. 
strange though It sounds, is guarded 
by the wind. A gale when the ther- 
mometer stands nt 30 or more below 
zero will destroy every living thing 
that is not under shelter. 

One of the many curious facts about 
cold Is that Intense cold is lu Itself 
y easy to bear provided the air Is still. 
One traveler has declured that be lias 
often felt colder In Piccadilly on a 
damp day in November than during 
his entire stay In Verhoyansk, where 
ylhe thermometer sometimes showed 90 
degrees of frost. 

The reason Is that at Verhoyansk 
the air Is Intensely fry, and dry cold 
does not penetrate far. With a tent 
^ nt night nnd warm furs In the day- 
time one can he quite comfortable, 
however low the temperature. 

But let a wind once rise and things 
A^re different. As Verhoyansk is the 
coldest place In the world, the fev' 
winds that come must bring warmth 
But then all winds carry moisture 
And so we have the curious fact that, 
though one may he quite comfortable 
with the thermometer showing 00 de- 
grees of frost. If a wind springs up 
and adds 20 or 30 degrees of warmth 
it« the air oue has to fly for dear 
Ufa to shelter. 

Half an hour in that fierce, biting < 
cold means death. But the Intense 
(Jry cold that is Verhoyansk's normal 
weather la, If not so dangerous, quite 
as powerful lu its effects. Iu that icy 
stillness an iron ax head dropped on 
the ground smashes like glass. A 
board of unseasoned wood, on the 
other hand, freezes hard as Iron. 
’’Bd.WIndt In his travels in this re- 
gion carried bis milk In solid cubes 
in a net attached to his sleigh.

fails at one's feet in a fine white pow- 
der. A mustache becomes a torture— 
a heavy, solid lump of Ice. To lay u 
bare bund on metal means thst the 
skin will stay where .It touches. A 
careless traveler ouce wltlessly left u 
shirt outside his hut to dry. Wheu he 
picked It up again It bent and almost 
broke. When swung through the air 
It made a noise like theatrical thun- 
der. 

At these temperatures many usually 
trusty articles, such as combs and 
razors and kuife bandies, shrivel or 
bead or break. 

Verhoyansk is a huddle of mud plas- 
tered huts along one'straggllng street. 
The windows are of ice, so that can- 
^ dies are needed both summer and win- 
ter. Twenty miles away, across a dis- 
mal plalu of 'snow, lies a low, black 
line of pine forests. ‘ 

On the other side Is the frozen river, 
from which dense, unhealthy mists 
roll ap for weeks together in the au- 
tumn. There are not Hosiers in spring, 
and summer is dlqgy. Perhaps they 
ta) are right at Verhoyansk In looking 
^ forward to the long months of winter. 
But It Is not a cheerful place.-I'ear- 
son’s Weekly. 



Earth’s Inward Fire. 

The latest mea-uremenU of th- 1 
temperature of the earth's interior 
have been communicated to the 
Gentian Geological Society. They were 
taken in a borehole near Czuchow in 
Upper Silesia, and is the deepest hole 
iu the world. 

It was sunk under th* direct con- 
trol of the Prussia^ sta;e authori- 
ties. and at first was intended to 
reach to a depth of 2500 nn- era. or 
somewhat ov*r one ar.d a half miles. 
The difficulties lnci eased as greater 
depths were a/ttalned, and at. 7456 feet 
below the surface work had to be 
stopped, still about 900 feot short of 
the goal. 

The hob* Is aix.ut a foot and a half 
In circumference and it lias been 
found that the temperature increas- 
es with fair regularity otie degree 
Fahrenheit for every 54 feet. Incur- 
sions of water frequently Interfered 
with the accuracy of the measure- 
ments, tout, at 7,400 fee*, the greatest 
depth erver reached, the teraiieratarc 
has been found to amount to 182 
degrees Fahrenheit.
